CINCINNATI REDS 


On Nov. 2, 2005, the Cincinnati Reds announced 
that the controlling interest in the club would 
be acquired by a group of Cincinnatians led 
by Robert H. Castellini, Chairman of Castellini 
Company. 


Other members of the group acquiring the 
controlling interest include Thomas L. Williams 
and W. Joseph Williams, Jr., President and 
Chairman, respectively, of Cincinnati based 
North American Properties. 


The sale of the club was completed on Jan. 19, 
2006, and Mr. Castellini assumed control of the 
Club as its Chief Executive Officer. 


Mr. Castellini has been involved in Major League 
Baseball for close to 40 years. He became a 
partner in the Texas Rangers in 1989 and the 
Baltimore Orioles in 1993. From 1995 until 2006 
Mr. Castellini was a major partner in the St. Louis 
Cardinals. His interest in the Cardinals was sold 
as a condition of his acquisition of the Cincinnati 
Reds. 


Mr. Castellini has been the Chairman of 
Castellini Group of Companies since 1992, 
following tenures as Executive Vice President 
from 1967-1970 and President from 1970-1992. 
The Castellini Company businesses include 
perishable distribution, food processing, public 
warehousing, transportation logistics and 
leasing. 


In 1963, he graduated from Georgetown 
University with a degree in economics and 
after two years as an officer in the U.S. Army 
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he received his MBA from Wharton Graduate 
School in 1967. 


Mr. Castellini is very active in the Cincinnati 
community. He served as amember of the Board of 
Trustees for Xavier University as well as Chairman 
of Xavier’s Development Committee, member 
and Past President of the Cincinnati Business 
Committee, a member of the Commercial and 
Commonwealth Clubs of Cincinnati as well as 
past president of both clubs, member of the Chief 
Executives Organization and Past President of 
the Young Presidents’ Organization, Cincinnati 
Chapter. He donates his time as a board member 
of the Cincinnati Center City Development 
Committee (CDC), chairman of the Joint Banks 
Steering Committee, Board Chair of Cincinnati 
Equity Fund and was instrumental in establishing 
the Good Samaritan Free Health Center and the 
Endowed Chair in Cardiothoracic Surgery at the 
Christ Hospital. 


He has also been a member of the boards of 
directors for PNC Bank, Ohio and United States 
Playing Card Company, Comair Airlines, Babson 
College Board of Trustees, Denison University 
Board of Trustees and President of the Queen 
City Club. Mr. Castellini has been Chairman of 
the Boards of Trustees for both Tri Health, Inc., 
the Good Samaritan Hospital and the Cincinnati 
Zoo, a Board of Trustees member for the 
National Underground Railroad Freedom Center 
and the Cincinnati Art Museum.

As every new season approaches, the 
popular discourse among fans often reverts 
to conversations like who will be starting, 
what positions guys will play, or what the 
batting order should look like. It’s perfect 
talk radio and social media fodder as 
typically there isn’t a clear-cut answer, and 
there is certainly no shortage of opinions. 


And while those conversations were 
abundant heading into the 2024 season, 
one topic you probably didn’t hear much 
about is the team’s identity. That’s because 
there isn’t much debate when it comes to 
the Reds’ intentions come game day. 


Aggressive. Fast. Relentless. Passionate. 
Exciting. Fun. Electric. 


These are just a sample of the many 
adjectives you might have heard describe 
this Reds team in 2023, be it on TV, the 
radio, or at the water cooler at work, if such 
a thing exists anymore. 


The core of that team is back in 2024. And 
no matter who is in the lineup on a given 
night, they are going to take the field in 
attack mode. 


Entering 2023, it’s safe to say that not many 
people knew what to expect from that 
team. And it was fair to say. With all the buzz 
surrounding the team’s farm system, no 
one knew what the roster would look like in 
September versus April. And it proved to be 
vastly different at key positions. 


Matt McLain arrived on May 15. Elly De La 
Cruz joined him three weeks later. Will 
Benson, who started the season in the 
big leagues, returned in late May. Christian 
Encarnacion-Strand made his debut in 
July. Noelvi Marte broke on the scene in 
mid-August. And they joined another young 
crop of guys who already possessed many 
of the same skills: Jonathan India, Spencer 
Steer, TJ Friedl and Jake Fraley, among 
others. 
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When your players change, your style of play has 
to change. And that’s exactly what manager David 
Bell and his staff did. 


“It starts with the players and their ability,’ Bell said. 
“We had several guys reach the majors that are 
athletic, fast, aggressive baserunners that were 
taught well in the minor leagues. That's really where 
the transition started, because you have to tailor 
your style of play to what our players are capable of 
doing. And our players made that possible.” 


While some of the foundation was set before he 
arrived, that transition started to take shape after 
McLain’s debut at Coors Field. In his first 20 games 
in the majors, McLain slashed .341/.396/.500. 
His 30 hits in that span were the most ever by 
a Red through his first 20 games. When he was 
accompanied by De La Cruz on June 6, the Reds’ 
season really started to flip. A few days later, the 
team began a 12-game winning streak, going 
undefeated from June 10-23 and winning 19 
games that month. 


By that point, the Reds were off and running in 
more ways than one. They led the majors with 190 
stolen bases in 2023, and the next closest team 
only had 166. The last time they led the majors was 
in 2015, but they did so with only 134 steals. Eight 
Reds swiped at least 10 bags last season. Just 
about any batter to reach base forced the defense 
to be on their toes and the opposing pitcher to pay 
close attention. 


When you have a hungry group that’s eager to put 
the Reds back on the map, it doesn’t take much 
convincing to implement this pedal-to-the-metal 
style of baseball. 


“We play the game hard, all of us on the whole 
roster, so it’s fun when you get a bunch of guys 
pulling on the same side of the rope and you have 
a chance to win against anyone every single night,” 
McLain said. “When you have the confidence, the 
players that we have, and work like we do, | think 
the sky is the limit, and that’s an exciting thing to 
be a part of”

It's only fair to acknowledge that along with those 190 steals 
came 48 unsuccessful tries—a number that also led the majors. 
But that category was a much closer race, and if you’re running 
as much as the Reds, it’s only natural that you'll also find yourself 
at the other end of the spectrum. Just don’t expect that sort of 
stat to have any effect on how this team runs the basepaths. 


“That style of play became a bit of an identity for our team 
last year, and that’s because our players made it important,” 
Bell said. “Not only was it important to them individually, but 
it was a bit contagious. They kind of pushed one another 
and had fun with it. It’s a great way to play the game. It’s 
aggressive, it’s a bit fearless. And you're not going to 
make the right decision every single time, but over 
the course of time, if you’re smart, aggressive 
and you care about it, it’s going to lead to a lot of 

runs and lead to wins. 


“| think that’s probably the greatest strength 
of our coaching staff. We want to support the \' 
mindset of not being afraid to make mistakes. 
When a mistake is made, we're going to learn 
from it, get right back after it, and support and 
encourage guys to stay with that approach.” 


And that approach isn’t limited to simply stealing bases. 
Anybody who watched the 2023 Reds saw that speed and 
aggressiveness carry over to other aspects of the game. 
There are so many ways that speed can affect a play, an 
inning or even an outcome, and the Reds want to explore and 
exploit all of them. 


“Steals get a lot of publicity and they're great, and we 
improved in that area last year, but a lot is about the other 
plays that fly under the radar a little bit,” Bell said. “The plays 
that happen because you're locked into the game as a 
baserunner and you understand the situation, whether it’s 
tagging up, going on contact and scoring on a double 
play at the plate, going first to third. Things like that are 
very much noticed by your teammates and our fans " 
who recognize and appreciate that.” me 


Reds Country certainly took notice, flocking to the 

ballpark in droves as the season went on last summer : ¥ 
to cheer on the Reds as they played their way into 

playoff contention. And win or lose, their style of play \ J 
was easy to root for and a lot of fun to watch.

This group is as close-knit as they are talented. When ’ Mm \ 
asked before the season how to describe this current - 


team in one word, McLain barely took a moment to 
think. 


“Together. | think that’s a very important component 
of this group. We're together as a team, up and 
down the lineup, through the rotation, through 
the bullpen. We're one unit. And we're going 
to play hard, we're going to play to win all 162 
games of the year and into the playoffs.”

McLain made a point to mention all parts of the 
team, not just the position players he directly 
works with each day. That includes some 
established veterans the Reds added in the 
offseason. 


Knowing the kind of close-knit clubhouse they 
already had, the Reds brass was very intentional 
with their signings. They addressed needs across 
the board with starting pitching, the bullpen 
and position players without compromising the 
chemistry that already existed inside the locker 
room. 


By all accounts during spring, those signings 
were on the mark when it comes to quality 
teammates. The likes of Jeimer Candelario, 
Frankie Montas, Nick Martinez, Emilio Pagan and 
Brent Suter, among others, have been perfect fits 
in the Reds clubhouse. 


“Every guy that we've gotten has been a great 
person and a great teammate, and obviously 
their success on the field speaks for itself” 
McLain said. “But | think it’s more important 
to say the kind of teammate they are and the 
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kind of person they’ve been, especially with the 
younger guys. They’re all veterans and bring that 
leadership and experience which can be very 
valuable to us. As young players, we love it when 
we get guys that can help us see things from a 
different perspective and before they happen, 
things that we haven't been through quite yet. It’s 
great to have them all.” 


It's a delicate balance, figuring out what players 
will improve your team’s performance on the 
field without disrupting its flow off the field, 
especially with a team that resembles more of a 
family. Chemistry is a difficult metric to account 
for because you can’t measure or quantify it. But 
it is very real, and something Bell places great 
value in. 


“Im convinced, just based on my experiences, 
that you can maximize how you are as a team 
if you have that chemistry,” Bell said. “I told our 
team last year that I've never been around a 
group that was that much of a team, and it’s 
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because they cared about one another, they like 
each other, they’re friends. You can support that 
and create opportunities to try and build that, but 
we just got lucky. It’s a great mix of people that 
are friends and really do like each other.” 


When it comes to that friendship, McLain and De 
La Cruz are about as close as it gets. The two 
infielders bonded during their stops in Double-A 
Chattanooga and Triple-A Louisville. There’s no 
doubt their connection off the field translates 
to games when they’re playing alongside each 
other. The comfortability and communication are 
already built in. 


“It makes it easy,” McLain said. “We both like to 
have fun, keep things light and work hard at the 
same time. Not taking things too seriously, but 
at the same time being laser focused when we 
need to while in between the lines. He’s a great 
teammate and a great person.” 


The competitive spirit that courses through 
the clubhouse is alive and well between the 


two budding stars. When they take the field 
for early work in practice and before games, 
they go head-to-head and see who will miss a 
groundball first and keep track of who misses 
more of them. The light-hearted battle brings 
out the best in both athletes. Just don’t expect 
McLain to keep track of all the numbers between 
them this season. 


“When it comes to hitting balls as far as you can 
and stealing so many bases, I'll pass on that,” he 
said with a laugh. 


Now, McLain, De La Cruz and the rest of the Reds 
are ready disrupt the status quo once again. Only 
this time, it might not come as a surprise after 
putting the league on notice in 2023. 


Last year the Reds were affectionately known 
as (and admittedly self-dubbed) “America’s 
Team.” Whether that is the case again this year 
remains to be seen. But there’s no question this is 
Cincinnati's team, and this city is proud of it.

On August 10, 2004, outfielder Adam Dunn hit this baseball for the longest home run in Great American Ball Park history. The shot sailed over the batter’s 
eye in center field, bounced off Mehring Way and eventually came to rest on a piece of driftwood on the bank of the Ohio River. It is estimated that the 
ball traveled 535 feet.

CINCINNATI REDS HALL OF FAME 
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The 1956 Reds were a home run hitting 
phenomenon. Boasting a powerful lineup 
headlined by Frank Robinson and Ted 
Kluszewski, the “Western Avenue Bombers” 
launched balls out of National League 
ballparks at a record pace in 1956. On 
September 29, in the second-to-last game 
of the season, Smoky Burgess belted the 
team’s 2218t home run of the season, tying 
the then-major league record. The club 
commissioned commemorative rings to 
mark the achievement including this one 
that was issued to Burgess.

The Reds were 11 games behind the Dodgers 
in the NL West standings as the two teams 
squared off in a doubleheader at Riverfront 
Stadium on July 1, 1973. Trailing 3-1 and 
down to their last strike in the first game of 
the day, reserve catcher Hal King hit a walk- 
off, pinch-hit home run to give the Reds the 
victory. The Reds won the second game as 
well and posted a remarkable 60-26 record 
the rest of the way to win the division by 3.5 
games.

With his bulging biceps, Ted Kluszewski 
stands as arguably the most iconic 
power hitter in Reds history. No one 
looked the part more than “Big Klu.” 
The Reds’ decision to adopt vest-style 
jerseys in 1956 was motivated in part 
by adesire to accommodate the team’s 
preeminent home run_ hitter. This 
example was worn by Klu during home 
games in the 1956 season. 
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In the Reds’ long and storied Opening Day 
tradition, no player had ever won an Opening 
Day contest for the Reds with a walk-off 
home run. That all changed on Opening Day 
in 2005 when third baseman Joe Randa’s 
solo shot in the bottom of the ninth inning 
gave the Reds a victory in the season’s first 
game. This is Randa’s bat from the game 
and the ball he hit to make Reds Opening 
Day history. The home run baseball is on 
loan to the Reds Hall of Fame courtesy of 
Alec Holste. 
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The 2023 Reds set a franchise record when rookies combined to hit 68 home runs on the season. 
Topping the list was Spencer Steer, whose 23 long balls led the team, making him the first rookie to 
lead the Reds in home runs since 1983. This is one of the bats Steer used during his debut season 
with the Reds.

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Before it was retired following the game in which he collected his 2,000th career hit on August 15, 
Joey Votto had worn this batting helmet throughout the 2021 season. This included the games 
in which he hit his 300th career home run and the stretch during which he set a Reds franchise 
record by hitting a home run in seven consecutive games 
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In the top of the third inning against the 
Brewers on July 8, 2023, outfielder Will 
Benson launched this baseball for a solo 
home run to deep right field. Benson's shot 
set a new franchise record as it marked the 
22nd consecutive game in which the Reds 
had hit a home run. The club combined for 
45 homers over the 22-game span. 
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At the time of the ill-fated trade that sent him 
to the Orioles after the 1965 season, Frank 
Robinson was the franchise record holder for 
career home runs with 325. His mark would 
not be broken until Johnny Bench hit his 
826th home run in 1979. This is one of the bats 
Robinson used during his Reds career. 
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No one knew it at the time but when Eric 
Davis belted a two-run home run off 
Oakland ace Dave Stewart in the bottom of 
the first inning of Game 1 of the 1990 World 
Series, the die had been cast for one of 
the most stunning sweeps in World Series 
history. This is one of the jerseys Davis 
wore during the Series. 
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On September 26, 2007, second 
baseman Brandon Phillips joined a 
most exclusive club. In Reds _ history, 
only two players, Eric Davis in 1987 
and Barry Larkin in 1996, had become 
members of baseball’s 30 home run/30 
stolen base club. Phillips made it 
a trio when he became a member with 
home run #30, a two-run shot in the 
bottom of the first inning. These are the 
cleats Phillips wore during the game. 
They are on loan to the Reds Hall of Fame 
courtesy of Brandon Phillips. 
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Of the many honors the 1977 NL MVP 
received for his dominant season, the Babe 
Ruth Crown might be the most distinctive. 
Awarded by the Maryland Professional 
Baseball Players Association and named 
in honor of Babe Ruth, the crown was 
awarded to the player who led the majors 
in combined home runs and RBIs. Foster set 
franchise records with 52 home runs and 
149 RBIs in 1977. He remains the only Red to 
hit 50 homers in a season. The crown is on 
loan to the Reds Hall of Fame courtesy of 
George Foster. 
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Baseball's greatest catcher was also the Reds’ 
most prolific home run hitter, topping the all- 
time franchise list with 389. This bat dates to 
the early 1970s, a period during which Johnny 
Bench led the NL in home runs in both his 1970 
and 1972 MVP seasons. 
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Named the National League MVP for his efforts in helping the Reds win the World Series in 1940, 
first baseman Frank McCormick starred for 10 seasons with the Reds. And his star shone bright 
on Opening Day. With four career Opening Day home runs, no player has christened more Reds 
openers with a long ball than Frank McCormick. Seen here is one of the bats he used during his 
Reds career.

HUTCHINSON

Fred Hutchinson was a popular and successful manager of the 
Cincinnati Reds. Hutch’s 466 managerial victories and .543 
winning percentage rank him among the best managers ever 
to wear a Cincinnati uniform. The Reds exceeded the 90-win 
mark in three of his six seasons at the helm, and in 1961 they 
took the National League pennant. 


But the joy of a first-place finish was matched only three 
years later by the sadness of Hutch’s illness and early death. 
The courage, class and determination that Fred exemplified 
all his life were all the more evident during his battle with 
cancer. Hutch stepped down as Reds manager in 1964, and 
he died that November. 


Today, Hutchinson’s legacy lives on in the worldrenowned 
Cancer Research Center that bears his name, and in 
The Hutch Award. It is given annually to a Major League 
ballplayer who “best exemplifies the character and fighting 
spirit of the late Fred Hutchinson...who overcomes any form 
of adversity.” Past winners include Ray Knight, Ron Oester, 
Eric Davis, Bobby Tolan, Johnny Bench and Sean Casey. 
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SPARKY 
ANDERSON

George “Sparky” Anderson was inducted into the Reds 
Hall of Fame on June 3, 2000. In July of that summer, 
he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 


Cooperstown. 


Anderson was named National League Manager of the Year 
in 1972 and American League Manager of the Year in 1984 
and ‘87. He went 2,194-1,834 (.545) in 26 Major League 
seasons with the Reds and Tigers. From 1970-78 he led the 
legendary Big Red Machine to an 863-586 record (.596), 
five NL West Division titles, four pennants and two World 
Series championships. His ‘75 and ‘76 teams combined to go 
210-114 (.629) and became the first NL franchise in 54 years 
to win consecutive world championships. He is the Reds’ all- 
time leader in victories (863) and winning percentage (.596). 


When he won the 1984 World Series with the Tigers, 
Anderson became the first of only two managers to win 
a World Series in both leagues (Tony LaRussa, 1989 A’s & 
2006 Cardinals). Anderson’s 2,194 career victories during 
his 26 Major League seasons is the fourthhighest total in 
history behind Connie Mack (3,731), John McGraw (2,763) 
and Tony LaRussa (2,297). He is one of only five managers 
to participate in 4,000 games (4,030), including Mack 
(7,755), McGraw (4,769), Bucky Harris (4,408) and 
LaRussa (4,286).

Cincinnati’s uniform No. 5 belongs to perhaps the greatest 
catcher to ever play in the Major Leagues. The standard by 
which all other catchers are measured, Johnny Bench ended 
his storied 17-year career in 1983 after earning two MVP 
Awards, 10 Gold Gloves and 14 trips to the All-Star Game. 
He was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame 
in 1989. 


Bench began his career with a bang, earning Rookie of the 
Year honors in 1968. Able to control a game on both sides 
of the plate, he ended his career with a .267 average and 
389 homers (327 as a catcher, which at the time stood as a 
record for NL backstops). He twice led the league in home 
runs (in 1970 with 45 and in 1972 with 40) and three times 
led the NL in RBls (1970 with 148, 1972 with 125, and 1974 
with 129). 


On the Reds’ all-time batting list, Bench ranks first in 
homers and RBIs (1,376), second in extra-base hits (794) 
and total bases (3,644), fourth in runs scored (1,091) and 
doubles (381) and fifth in hits (2,048).

Barry Larkin was a 12-time National League All-Star, five 
times was voted to the All-Star Game’s starting lineup, nine 
times was named to The Sporting News’ NL All-Star Team 
and three times was named to The Associated Press’ Major 
League All-Star Team. In 1995 he was the National League’s 
Most Valuable Player and four times was the Reds’ regular- 
season Most Valuable Player, including their 1990 World 
Series championship season. He won nine Louisville Silver 


Slugger Awards and three Rawlings Gold Glove Awards. 


The Reds’ captain from 1997 through his final season in 
2004, Larkin finished his 19-year career with a batting 
average of .295 in 2,180 games and nine times hit at least 
.300. He is the only shortstop in Major League history with 
at least 2,300 hits, 190 home runs and 370 stolen bases. In 
1996 he became the first shortstop in Major League history 
to produce 30 homers and 30 steals in the same season. 
In 2008 he was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame, and 
in 2012 Larkin became the third player and fifth Greater 
Cincinnati native inducted to the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown but the first voted in by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America.

Joe Morgan, a 10-time All-Star and five-time Gold Glove 
second baseman, was elected to the Reds Hall of Fame in 


1987 and the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1990. A 


two-time MVP Award winner, Morgan spent eight seasons 
with the Reds from 1972-’79 during the glory days of the 
Big Red Machine. 


He was named the NL’s Most Valuable Player in 1975, 
when he guided the Reds to a World Series victory over the 
Boston Red Sox. Morgan batted .327 with 67 stolen bases 
that season. He turned the trick again in 1976 when he 
received National League MVP honors as the Reds roared 
to their second straight World Series Championship with a 
four-game sweep of the New York Yankees. Morgan batted 
320 in 1976, with 60 stolen bases. 


Morgan is the Reds’ all-time stolen-base leader (406), 
and his 266 home runs as a second baseman rank third in 
baseball history behind Jeff Kent and Ryne Sandberg. He 
finished his 22-year professional career with 268 homers, 
1,133 RBls and 689 stolen bases for the Astros, Reds,

As the starting shortstop on the Big Red Machine, David 
Concepcién was the defensive anchor of a club that from 
1970-78 went 863-586 (.596) and won five National

210-114 (.629) and became the NL’s first franchise in 54 


years to win consecutive World Series titles. 


With 8,723 at bats in 2,488 games Concepcién ranks second 
in club history in both categories behind Pete Rose. Since 
1900, he ranks among the franchise’s alltime leaders in hits 
(2,326; 3rd), doubles (389; 3rd), stolen bases (321; 3rd), run 
scored (993; Sth), total bases (3,114; Sth) and RBls (950; 
6th). He was a nine-time National League All-Star, fourth- 
most in club history (Bench 14, Rose 13, Larkin 12), and his 
five Rawlings Gold Glove Awards are second only to Bench’s 
10 Gold Gloves. He was the Most Valuable Player of the 1982

The Cincinnati 
native played for the Reds from 1963-1978 and again from 
1984-86 and still ranks as the franchise’s all-time leader in 
games (2,722), plate appearances (12,344), runs (1,741), hits 
(3,358), singles (2,490), doubles (601), total bases (4,645) 
and walks (1,210). His 4,256 career hits are the most in Major 
League history. Rose was a 17-time National League All-Star, 
including 13 times while playing for Cincinnati. He was the 
1963 Rookie of the Year, 1973 Most Valuable Player, a three- 
time batting champion and two-time Rawlings Gold Glove 
Award winner. In 1975 and 1976, Rose captained the Big Red 
Machine to World Series championships over the Yankees 
and Red Sox and in ‘75 was named the Fall Classic’s MVP. 
His 44-game hitting streak in 1978 is still tied for the second-

Frank Robinson, a 12-time All-Star, was elected to the

While playing for the Reds from 1956 to 
1965, Robinson belted 30 or more homers in seven of his 
10 seasons, including a rookie record of 38 while winning 
the National League’s Rookie of the Year Award in 1956.

49 in 1954 to lead the National League. His 141 RBls that 
season also led the league, and both tallies are club records 
for left-handers.

The heart and soul of Cincinnati’s Big Red Machine World 
Series championship teams of 1975 and 1976, Tony Pérez 
was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame in August 1998 and 
into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in July 2000. He 
was the third member of the Big Red Machine elected to 
the Cooperstown Hall, joining catcher Johnny Bench (1989) 
and second baseman Joe Morgan (1990). A seven-time All- 
Star and MVP of the 1967 All-Star Game, Perez appeared in 
five World Series and six League Championship Series. His 
1,652 RBls are the second-most among players from Latin 
America, and he ranks among baseball’s all-time leaders in 
RBls, games, at-bats, doubles, hits and home runs. He ranks 
among the Reds all-time leaders in RBls (1192, 2nd), home 
runs (287, 3rd), total bases (3246, 4th), games (1948, Sth), 
at-bats (6846, 5th), hits (1934, Sth), extrabase hits (682, 
5th) and doubles (339, 6th). He played 23 seasons from 
1964-86 for the Reds, Expos, Red Sox and Phillies. During 
the 10-year span from 1967-76 he led all Major Leaguers with

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Whether you're a Reds diehard fan, general entertainment seeker or 
a set of parents relieved to finally have a babysitter for a few hours, 
one of the universally loved aspects of the ballpark experience is the 
food. 


And in that category, Great American Ball Park has no shortage 
of options. From your timeless ballpark fare to creations you have 
to see (and taste) to believe, the home of the Reds always delivers 
when it comes to cuisine. 


That is in large part thanks to Executive Chef Gary Davis and the 
Delaware North Company. A minimum of 81 times a year, Chef Davis 
and his staff welcome and prepare food for tens of thousands of 
lunch or dinner guests—just something to keep in mind next time 
you find yourself sweating over cooking for family on Thanksgiving. 


But for Chef Davis, feeding the masses is nothing new. Now entering 
his seventh season at the ballpark, he previously worked nearby 
at the then JACK Casino which had multiple kitchens and outlets, 
including restaurants that were open 22 hours a day. He jokes about 
chefs with multi-unit backgrounds as being sort of the “Special Ops” 
of the culinary industry with having to attend to maybe nine kitchens 
instead of just one. But it was that experience that prepared him 
so perfectly for the baseball world. While six months of games and 
five kitchens is still very much a grind, it’s more manageable than a 
casino. And unlike that business, there is a defined offseason. 


Here’s what Reds Country was 
enjoying most at GABP in 2023.

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“At the casino, it was really hard,” he said. “We had two 
22-hour restaurants, feeding 1,000 team members 
every day, along with banquet rooms and all that. Here 
it's 81games in aseason. And | still work for DNC, which 
is a very big company, but the other five months | get 
to work on special events menus and other things, so 
it’s a little more laid back. And to see the evolution here 
at the Reds from 2018 until now has been amazing.” 


As expected, working as head chef for a major league 
team comes with its challenges. The volatility of 
attendance is a season-long factor that is constantly 
monitored, and one that affects staffing, inventory 
and prep. The DNC team gets numbers for projected 
attendance each homestand which helps, but Mother 
Nature is always ready and waiting to throw a wrench 
into operations. 


There is also the logistical challenge that the size of a 
ballpark brings. Davis spends every game day going 
from kitchen to kitchen, located on different levels and 
in opposite directions around GABP. He logs about 
20,000-30,000 steps per game, so he can at least 
save money on a gym membership. 


Another of those unique challenges comes with one of 
the team’s most popular promotions which launched 
midseason in 2023, going from concept to concession 
stands very quickly: 3-2-1 Tuesdays. 
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Chef Davis’ job also requires some traveling, during 
which he can get a firsthand look at what other teams 
are serving up to fans. Here are some of the most 
memorable items he has seen in MLB ballparks. 


Globe Life Field - Texas Rangers 
A new take on the iconic two-foot-long hot dog, this variation features a two- 
foot Nolan Ryan Beef patty topped with Texas Chili Company chili, Rico’s nacho 


cheese and jalapenos, and crisp onion rings — much like the original Boomstick 
— and served on a fresh-baked brioche bun.

The concept is simple: $3 12-0z beers, $2 hot 
dogs and $1 ice cream. It’s a great promotion 
for fans of all ages and a nice incentive to head 
to the ballpark on a weeknight. For the DNC 
staff, it’s all hands on deck. 


“The challenge on those nights is time and 
temperature,” he said. “Understanding you 
have to fire at the right time. That way the 
quality of hot dog is maintained when the food 
is ordered. With about eight locations selling 
these $2 dogs, we need to have each spot 
ready with 3,000-4,000 hot dogs before gates 
even open. It’s a great promotion and the fans 
enjoy it, so we want to make sure the quality 
is there” 


Along with these types of in-season curveballs 
always being in play, one of the other important 
aspects of Davis’ job is keeping up with the 
newest trends. Just as things change on the 
field over the years in baseball, so it does off 
the field with food and consumer behavior. 


One of those shifts in priority for the consumer 
is the need for food faster. The Reds have 
incorporated many concepts over the years 
to try and keep up with this need: mobile 
ordering, food lockers, mega food stands, in- 
seat delivery, grab-and-go stations, among 
others. This year, fans may notice the Food 
Hub down the third-base line, designed to be 
a one-stop shop that will both help unclog the 
concourse and allow fans to quickly grab their 
food so they can get back to their seats. 


CINCINNATI REDS 


Many restaurants have a special item not listed on the menu, but their most loyal patrons 
know about it. GABP’s version of this, which is becoming not-so-secret after going viral last 


season, is the SkyRosa. 


This concoction combines two Cincinnati staples, Skyline Chili and LaRosa’s pizza, into one 
surprising yet satisfying combination. It requires extra effort to try it as fans must stop by two 


different concession areas to create this messy bit of goodness. 


Order a slice of pepperoni pizza and a cheese coney, 
wrap the pizza around the coney and take your 
tastebuds on adventure. 


Editors note: Not recommended for anyone 
counting calories. 


In 2023, even Chef Davis got in on the 
phenomenon. 


“The first bite was like, 
‘What?’ You had to 

second guess what 

was going through your 
brain. Then you took the 
second bite and you’re 

like, ‘Oh—this works. This 
actually works. And I’m 
going to finish it.’ | couldn’t 
believe it. It’s hard to feature 
here because the stands are 
far apart, but fans can make 
their own.” 
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“As we get smarter in menu development, 
we have to make sure to produce things 
that you can be just as fast on,” Davis said. 
“Obviously a hot dog is very quick, but 
when you get sandwiches with different 
components and you're trying to box 
them and put them out there for people to 
scan and go, it makes it complicated. Also 
producing quality food and accounting 
for its shelf life. You have to very conscious 
on packaging, the style and look, what 
you're putting on top of it to be sure that it 
can maintain its quality. So we understand 
the trend that everyone wants to walk 
through a market, grab it fast and get 
back to their seat.” 


“fm always looking for what’s the big- 
ticket item that people will specifically 
come here for,” Davis said. “Every year, 
we sit back and try to come up with 
something cool. I've ran some crazy 
things—like the S’more Fry Box, for 
example--that were sort of off the wall. 
But we can't get too far outside the box 
because we actually have to make this 
food. Those novelty things take time and 
can be pricey, so there is a lot to consider. 


“The biggest hit last year was the Skyline 
Nachos. With as many views as it got on 
social media and how that sold, it took 
off way, way more than | expected. The 


attention it got was absolutely amazing. 
Speed is crucial. But ultimately, it will |The red ice cream also did well, but 
always come down to the actual product. | because of the logistics for that one, we 
can only sell it in one area.”

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Located on the winding banks of the Ohio 
River in downtown Cincinnati, Great American 
Ball Park serves as the home of the Cincinnati 
Reds, baseball’s first professional franchise. The 
ballpark officially opened on March 31, 2003, 
making 2024 its 22nd big-league season. 


Whileitslocation provides for breathtaking views 
of the riverfront, northern Kentucky landscape 
and downtown Cincinnati, Great American Ball 
Park also pays tribute to the Reds’ rich history. 
Crosley Terrace statues depict Reds legends 
Ted Kluszewski, Ernie Lombardi, Joe Nuxhall 
and Frank Robinson, while a bronze likeness of 
Johnny Bench stands outside the Reds Hall of 
Fame and Museum. A Joe Morgan statue was 
unveiled out front in 2013 to honor the Hall of 
Fame second baseman and was accompanied 
by a statue of his Big Red Machine teammate 
and fellow Hall of Famer Tony Perez in 2015. 


And in 2017, Pete Rose joined his teammates 


with a statue of his own, rounding out the 
“Big Four” statues from the Big Red Machine 
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series. Famous-dates banners along Johnny 
Bench Way also remind fans of many historic 
moments in club history. Inside the park, the 
ltalian-marble mosaics, the “toothbrush” light 
towers, Power Stacks, Bootleggers facade, 
and the Sun/Moon Deck are just a handful of 
features that give this modern marvel a truly 
historic influence. 


In addition to these nostalgic touches, Great 
American Ball Park boasts a number of modern 
amenities to enhance the fan experience. In- 
game features come to life on the high-definition 
videoboards in left and right field and display 
systems throughout the ballpark. A giant video 
wall greets fans as they enter through the 
Crosley Terrace gates, while clubs, renovated 
suites and other unique hospitality areas 
provide guests with luxurious surroundings. 
Additions in recent years include the Boone 
County Bourbon Press Club, TriHealth Family 
Zone, and for 2024 a complete remodel of the 
Lexus Diamond Club and an all-new Food Hub 
located down the third-base line.

BALLPARKS THROUGH THE YEARS 


Reds, 


Union Grounds (1869-70) 


Union Grounds served as the first home 

of baseball’s original professional team. 

The park was located near the area now 
occupied by the Museum Center in the 
Union Terminal train station. Anchored by a 
grandstand called “Grand Duchess,” the park 
could seat up to 4,000 fans. 


Avenue Grounds (1876-79) 


The Reds headed two miles north from Union 
Grounds to erect Avenue Grounds, which 
featured a grandstand that could seat up to 
3,000 fans. The ballpark was approximately 
four miles from the heart of the city’s 
population, so horse-drawn streetcars and 
trains were a popular way to travel to the 
park. 


Bank Street Grounds (1880-83) 


The Reds moved closer to the city with the 
opening of Bank Street Grounds prior to the 
1880 season. The ballpark was located on the 
north side of Bank Street, south of Western 
Avenue and just west of McLean Avenue, 

and could seat up to 4,000 fans. Innovative 
scoreboard features included players’ names 
and out-of-town scores. 


League Park (1884-1901) 


Originally called American Park (in reference 
to Cincinnati's membership in the American 
Association), the park was renamed League 
Park (in reference to the National League) 

in 1890. The park featured a covered 
grandstand with leather-cushioned seats and 
open seats along the first- and third-base 
sides. 
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Palace of the Fans (1902-11) 


Following a major fire, the Reds rebuilt the main grandstand of League Park in 1902. Today, baseball 
historians refer to the updated facility as Palace of the Fans. The park featured an illustrious 
grandstand with pillars and columns carved by hand, as well as 19 fashion boxes (much like opera 
boxes) and inexpensive field-level seating. 


Redland/Crosley Field (1912-70) 


Originally named Redland Field and renamed in 1934, Crosley Field was 
the first Reds ballpark to feature a double-decked grandstand. The 
facility, located at the corner of Western Avenue and Findlay Street, 
was the site of baseball's first night game and hosted Cincinnatis first 
World Series Championship team. 


Riverfront Stadium/ 
Cinergy Field (1970-2002) 


The Cincinnati Reds shared Riverfront Stadium with the 
NFL's Cincinnati Bengals until 1999. The multipurpose 
stadium, which could seat approximately 56,000 fans, 
was considered stateof- the-art upon its opening in June 
1970. The facility hosted five pennant winners and three 
World Series Championship teams. 


Great American Ball Park 
(2003-Present) 


On July 7, 2000, Great American Insurance Company, 
one of the oldest insurance companies in the United 
States, and the Cincinnati Reds, America’s first 
professional baseball team, joined forces by announcing 
a 30-year agreement under which the new home of 

@ the Reds would be called Great American Ball Park. 

The facility, now with room for more than 45,000 fans, 
opened in 2008 and includes a variety of seating and 
dining options and an array of historical elements 
scattered throughout. 


Installed in 2009 were Daktronics high-definition 16-mm video display systems which included 

a videoboard in left field, a fascia board in the outfield and along the baselines, an out-of-town 
scoreboard in left and MLB standings in right. In 2015, a second HD videoboard was installed in 

right field. For 2020, the Reds made upgrades across the board. A high-definition 13-mm HDR video 
display system was installed, including a new and improved 215-foot-by-40-foot main videoboard 

in left field. A videoboard was also added to the Batter’s Eye. Plus, the scoring system was replaced 
with Scorepad which provides in-game, season and career stats along with statcast data and 
advanced statistics. The last addition was Ross Brushback, an advanced statistical parser utilizing 
Major League Baseball's Stats API, allowing the team to recall Statcast metrics of any play during the 
game only moments after it had occurred.

What’s the biggest challenge or 
adjustment going into professional 
baseball? 


JH: | think the biggest challenge isn’t anything 
physical, it’s a lot mental. You go from playing 
maybe every weekend and sprinkling in one or 
two games during the week to playing every 
day. You have to lock in every day to do your job 
which is help your team win baseball games. So 
while it’s nice to only focus on baseball, there’s 
also a give and take. That's all you think about 
and you get really good at it, but it can start to 
drain you mentally if you think about it the wrong 
way. If you end up struggling, which happens 
to players at every level, you need to find a way 
to get out of that rut mentally so you can stay 
focused and come out of it on the other side. 


BD: The most important thing is being able to 
understand how to handle being a professional 
when you're at the field six or seven days a 
week. In college, we play midweek and then 
three games on the weekend, so there is a 
lot of time in between to practice if you didn’t 
swing well or reset mentally if you didn’t have 
a good game. The biggest thing with pro ball is 
you're living and breathing it every single day. 
Being able to mentally understand how you're 
feeling, how your swing’s feeling, where you're at 
physically; being able to play when you're 100% 
and being able to play and still produce when 
you're feeling 65, 70, 75%; those are some of the 
most challenging things for players when they 
get into pro ball. And finally, just staying healthy. 
That's something | had this year, going through 
a whole season and mentally being able to be 
in the moment, enjoy where | was at and take 
advantage of the opportunity | was given. 
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What’s the most memorable 
experience of your pro career so far, or 
that moment you felt like you arrived 
or truly belonged in pro baseball? 


JH: Hitting my first home run was a big one. | 
never Knew | had that in me because | hadn't 
done it before. | hit my first one the last game 
of 2022 and then | came out this past year and 
hit five or six in the first two months. So that’s 
where | really started to get confidence in my 
game and compete with everybody else. That 
was the one thing | felt like | was missing from 
everybody else. Everybody else can hit a home 
run but | have yet to hit one. So as small as that 
sounds, getting that first one out of the way was 
a big weight off my shoulders. Now I’m at the 
point where | just want to try and consistently 
barrel up baseballs and if it happens to go over 
the fence, then great. 


BD: For me it was my first game of the season. | 
didn't play the first two days and | got put in the 
third day. The first at-bat, | think | grounded out. | 
put together a tough second at-bat, and on a 3-2 
count | was able to hit a curveball line drive over 
the second baseman’s head. The third at-bat | 
come up, we're down by two or three and it was 
either a game-tying or go-ahead home run | was 
able to hit first pitch. It was one of those where | 
hit it and felt it right away. One of those moments 
where after not playing the first two days, it didn’t 
matter. | got an opportunity and took advantage. 
And | felt confident in the moment that all the 
work | put in through the offseason—Spring 
Training and even the days | wasn't playing when 
| was still working on things and making sure | 
was ready for my chance—and just kind of took 
off from there and had the year that | did. 


What are you looking forward to 
the most about your first big league 
camp? 


JH: The cool thing about this Spring Training 
and how the Reds system is pretty stacked 
right now is I've played with a lot of the guys that 
are already there. One of the guys I’m looking 
forward to learning from and playing with is 
TJ Friedl. | think we have a very similar game 
style. But what I’m looking forward to most is 
going out there, competing, and trying not to 
put a lot of pressure on myself going into my 
first Spring Training. Obviously, | want to do my 
best, compete and compete to win, but that’s 
not something | have to worry about. | think that 
competitive mode automatically flips on once 
you're there, so it'll be fun no matter how it turns 
out. 


BD: The thing I’m looking forward to most is 
being around the different players, guys like 
McLain who are still really young in the big 
leagues. Also being around guys like India, 
Stephenson and Friedl who have been in the big 
leagues a few years now and just picking the 
brains of everyone there. Everybody’s going to 
have different aspects or pieces of knowledge 
that | can take from them to help me become 
a better player. But I’m also really excited to 
blend in and mix myself into that group because 
| feel my style of play is very similar to what 
the Reds were preaching last year with the 
aggressiveness and hard-nosed _ballplayers. 
That’s who | am and that’s what I'll always be. 
And | think that’s something that will show in 
Spring Training when | get out on the field. 


CINCINNATI REDS 


Do you set goals or expectations each 
year? 


JH: | go in with a fresh mindset. | think the tough 
thing about goals, especially objective goals like 
trying to hit a certain number, is you can tell very 
quickly whether you’re going to hit that number. 
And then you start to press to try and reach a 
certain number when that’s not really what the 
game of baseball is about. | think there's a lot 
of different ways you can impact a ballclub, so 
| try to think more about the intangibles: being 
a good teammate, being mentally locked in and 
focused, always ready to go. And if I’m able to 
take care of those things, the objective goals are 
going to take care of themselves. 


BD: | like to set goals. For me last year, my goal 
was to at least get to Double-A. Obviously, the 
higher up you go the better, so if it would have 
been possible to get to Triple-A then that would 
have been one of my goals as well. But | knew | 
was starting in High-A and know it’s very hard 
for guys to make multiple jumps to different 
levels in one season, so | at least wanted to get to 
Double-A and once | got there, take it wherever 
the season went. It was an awesome experience 
to finish the season in Double-A with that playoff 
atmosphere. | think that was really important 
for me and some of the guys who were 
there the whole season. So that was 
my big goal, but | also wanted to stay 
healthy all year. | had so many injuries 

in 2022, so | wanted to stay healthy 
and give myself a chance and let the 
numbers and play on the field speak 
for itself.

In addition to the spring training and player 
development operations, Goodyear serves as 
the summer home for the Reds’ rookie Arizona 
League affiliate. 


Spring training games are played at nearby 
Goodyear Ballpark, a facility the Reds share with 
the Cleveland Guardians. 


On July 14, 2008 the Reds and the City of 
Goodyear finalized the terms on a binding use 
agreement that paved the way for the team to 
move its spring training facilities there in 2010. 
The team and city broke ground on November 
17, 2008. 


The agreement includes a 20-year lease that 
began in 2010 and two 5-year team options. 


The Reds’ Player Development Complex on South 
Wood Boulevard includes a 44,000-square foot 
clubhouse, 6 full practice fields, 2 half fields and 
an agility field. 


The main ballpark seats more than 10,300 fans, 
including 500 premium box seats, 8,000 fixed 
seats and space for 2,000 spectators on a 
grassy berm in the outfield.

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ACCESSIBLE ACCESS 


The Reds are committed to providing every 
Guest with a comfortable and enjoyable 
experience at the ballpark. Great American 
Ball Park is a fully accessible facility for the 
enjoyment of all Guests. 


Great American Ball Park has accessible seating 
available in the seating areas. Accessible seating 
areas are equipped with electrical outlets for 
recharging purposes at no cost to the Guest. 


Accessible parking is available in the East section 
of the Central Riverfront Garage (formerly called 
the Great American Ball Park Parking Garage) 
for $25 and in the East Garage for $15. While the 
number of accessible parking spaces is more 
than adequate, guests are still encouraged 
to arrive at the scheduled gate opening time 
to make it more convenient to the accessible 
parking spaces. These areas are pay-upon-entry 
and will be Credit Card ONLY. Parking will be 
sold on a first come, first served basis, based on 
availability. The Great American Ball Park parking 
lots open 5 hours before game time. 


Parking passes valid for Central Riverfront 
Garage can be purchased in advance by 
contacting the Reds at (513) 765-7400 or online 
at reds.com/parking. 


Accessible Parking/Drop-Off: The accessible 
pickup/drop-off zone is located on Joe Nuxhall 
Way, between Mehring Way and Freedom Way, 
along the west side of Great American Ball Park. 
There is a second accessible pick/drop off zone 
located at the corner of Broadway and Mehring 
Way on the Southeast corner of the ballpark. 
Cars, vans and small buses displaying a valid 
accessible placard or valid accessible license 
plate will be permitted to enter the pickup/drop- 
off zone beginning one half (1/2) hour before 
gates open to approximately one (1) hour after 
the conclusion of the game. Large school buses 
and large charter/tour buses are prohibited 
from entering this zone. Guests traveling to the 


ballpark in a large school bus or large charter/ 
tour bus should contact the Group Sales 
department at (513) 765-7600 for information 
on bus pickup and drop-off locations. 


ACCESSIBILITY-—CAPTIONING 


The Cincinnati Reds provide two dedicated 
captioning boards to provide a_ readily 
accessible experience for patrons of Great 
American Ball Park who are deaf, hard of 
hearing or late deafened. The dimensions of the 
dedicated left-field captioning board are 3.1 feet 
x 22 feet with a font size of one foot per each of 
its two lines of text. In order to provide captioning 
to patrons seated in the outfield sections of the 
ballpark, the Reds have also added a dedicated 
captioning board along the first-base line of 
the ballpark. The dimensions of the first-base 
captioning board are 3.1 feet x 17 feet with a 
font size that is also one foot per each of its two 
lines of text. In addition to in-bowl captioning, 
the Reds will caption the game broadcasts in 
all club areas of the ballpark through closed 
captioning on televisions dispersed throughout 
the club areas.

ALCOHOL POLICY 


Under state law, guests must be 21 years of 
age to purchase and/or consume any alcohol 
products within the footprint of Great American 
Ball Park. Delaware North (The Reds’ contracted 
concessionaire) is the liquor permit holder and 
under their policies everyone who appears 
to be 30 years and younger will have their ID 
checked. 


Concession Stand sales are limited to 2 alcoholic 
beverages per customer per transaction and 
sales will end following the end of the 8th inning 
or 3 hours after the scheduled start of the game. 


Also under state law, alcoholic beverages are 
prohibited from being brought into or out of Great 
American Ball Park. Additionally, intoxicated 
individuals will be refused entry into the ballpark 
and/or continued to be served. The Reds and 
Delaware North reserve the right to discontinue 
alcohol service and/or refuse service. 


The sale and consumption of all alcoholic 
beverages is subject to Ohio law. The Reds 
reserve the right to limit consumption and/or 
sale of alcoholic beverages at events. 


ALL-STAR VOTING 


All-Star voting for Major League Baseball's 
annual All-Star Game will take place online prior 
to the All-Star Game. You can vote for your 
favorite players at reds.com! 
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ALL-YOU-CAN-EAT STAND 


Located on the first-base concourse of the View 
Level, behind section 428, and concourse of 
Sun/Moon Deck, behind section 144. 


These stands offer unlimited sodas, popcorn, 
peanuts, chips, and five (5) hot dogs as low as 
$25 per person. It’s a great way to save PLUS 
skip the concession lines so you can spend 
more time enjoying a Reds game with family 
and friends! 


Bring your special All-You-Can-Eat pass to the 
redemption kiosk in front of the All-You-Can-Eat 
Stands near section 428 on the first-base side 
of the View Level concourse, or behind section 
144 in the Champion Window Sun/Moon Deck. 
You will be issued a wristband to show that you 
are a pass holder and permitted in the All-You- 
Can-Eat Stand line, along with five (5) vouchers 
redeemable for the hot dogs and one (1) refillable 
cup. The All-You-Can-Eat Stand is open until 
the end of the 7th inning. Fans may purchase 
passes at the game, subject to availability. All 
You Can Eat Stand passes are not able to be 
purchased with cash at the redemption stands. 


All-You-Can-Eat pass may be added to any 
game ticket. Game ticket not included with 
pass. Limit of two (2) of each item per visit to 
the stand, and one (1) refillable cup will be issued 
per pass. Hot dogs are not unlimited and are 
limited to five (5) per person for each customer 
purchasing the All- You-Can-Eat Pass.

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- Bags cannot exceed the size of 16”x16"x8”. 

- Reds Heads Bags that were provided 
beginning in 2020 

+ The following can be brought into the 
Ballpark: 


- Soft Sided Coolers that contain food and/or 
non-alcoholic drinks in sealed plastic bottles 


- Small purses 
- Food bags 


- Unopened drinks in sealed plastic 
bottles that are non-alcoholic 


Please Note: All carry-in items will be subject 
to inspection upon entry or at any time while 
inside of the Ballpark. Bags cannot be left 
unattended at any time. 


BALLPARK SEATS 


Standing or stepping on ballpark seats may 
lead to serious bodily injury. The Reds request, 
for your safety and other ballpark Guests, that 
you do not step, stand or use seats in a manner 
other than intended. 


BANNERS AND SIGNS 


The Reds welcome baseball themed banners 
and signs. To ensure that these articles do 
not interfere with play or distract from the 
enjoyment of other fans the following guidelines 
are in place regarding banners and signs: 
+ Cannot be displayed in the eyesight of the 
batter, hanging over the outfield fences, 
inside of the playing field, in the Lexus 
Diamond Club seating sections, or any 
other location as determined by the Reds that 
interferes with play. 


+ Cannot infringe on the sight lines of other 
Guests. 


- Have a commercial, political, derogatory, or 
obscene themed as determined by the Reds. 


+ Cannot be constructed or include any 
material or objects for support that could 
cause injury. 

+ Signage in approved areas may only be 
affixed with string or plastic ties. 


It is recommended that banners and signs be 
foldable or collapsible in order to comply with 
the 16” x 16” x 8”. 


The Reds reserve the right to remove any 
banner/sign that is in violation of the policy and 
eject the Guest in control of the banner/sign. 


BODYSUITS 


Full bodysuits are prohibited inside of Great 
American Ball Park. 


BOTTLES AND CANS 


Absolutely no glass bottles, cans, or alcoholic 
beverages may be brought into Great American 
Ball Park. Additionally, insulated foam or metal 
cups/containers from restaurants, convenience 
stores, Yeti cups and similar products are also 
not permitted. 
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Guests are welcome to bring in soft drinks and 
water provided they are in clear plastic bottles 
and the safety seal has not been broken. 


BROOMS 


In the event of a series sweep, brooms may 
only be brought in at the discretion of Reds 
Management. Caution must be taken in order 
to avoid injury and/or interference to others. 


The Reds Management reserves the right to 
prohibit brooms at any time, if in their sole 
determination they would be detrimental to the 
game or other fans. 


CAMERAS & VIDEO EQUIPMENT 


Guests are welcome to bring cameras and 
video recorders into the ballpark for personal 
use provided that: 
+ Game action is not recorded, as required by 
Major League Baseball. 


- The equipment dimensions do not exceed 
the 16” x 16” x 8” 


- Guests cannot stand in the aisles while using 
this equipment. 


- Guests cannot obstruct the views of others 
while taking pictures. 


- Tripods, mono-pods, and other camera 
support pods cannot be used or brought 
into the Ballpark. 


+ The Reds reserve the right to remove any 
guest who does not cooperate with this 
policy. 

- Guests are not permitted to use drones 
within the footprint of Great American 
Ball Park due to the existence of an FAA 
temporary flight restriction in place for all 
games and for the safety of Guests. 


CASTELLINI FOUNDATION 1869 RED 
STOCKINGS PAVILION 


Dedicated in 2019 as part of the Reds’ 
celebration of the 150th anniversary of the 1869 
Red Stockings, baseball's first all-professional 
team, the 1869 Red Stockings Pavilion highlights 
the players and principals of the undefeated 
team whose innovative approach to fostering 
a prolific team, remains the basic model used 
today in professional baseball.

On April 17, 1954, Chuck Harmon became the 
first African American to appear in a game for 
the Reds when he pinch-hit in a game against 
the Braves in Milwaukee. In 2004, the Reds 
dedicated a plaque in Harmon’s honor to mark 
the 50th anniversary of his historic achievement. 
The plaque is mounted on the elevator shift on 
the pathway from Gate 17 on Crosley Terrace to 
the Advanced Ticket Window/back door of the 
Reds Administration Building. 


CODE OF CONDUCT 


A safe and enjoyable environment for a guest 
is essential. In order to provide for a positive 
atmosphere, the Reds have implemented the 
Fan Code of Conduct.

- Disruption of the game restricts the ability of 
others to move freely in public spaces, and/ 
or occupying a seat that one is not ticketed 
to be in. 


- Possession of firearms, deadly weapons or 
other items that can cause injury. 


+ Anyone interfering with play or trespassin 
onto the playing field. 


+ Smoking or vaping of any substance. 


Guest actions that interfere with others and/or 
rise to a serious or criminal offense should be 
immediately reported to Security and/or the 
Police. 


Violations of this policy will be handled by 
warnings, ejection from the Ballpark, orin criminal 
instances handled over the law enforcement for 
possible arrest and prosecution. 
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CONCEALED WEAPONS 


It is illegal under Ohio Law to possess a firearm 
or other deadly weapon on the property of 
Great American Ball Park. 


This prohibition includes those that possess 
valid CCW licenses from Ohio, any other state, 
other government authority, or retired law 
enforcement officers. Those that violate this 
policy will be denied entry, removed from the 
ballpark, and/or criminally prosecuted.

PUBLIC ADDRESS PAGING 


It is impractical for the Reds to permit public 
address or scoreboard paging. Therefore, 
unless it is life-threatening emergency that 
can be confirmed through law enforcement 
or senior hospital personnel and approved by 
the Sr. Vice President of Facilities & Operations 
paging will not occur for any purpose. 


It is suggested that Guests that do not have a 
communications device (i.e. cellular telephone) 
and feel that they will receive a request to 
leave the ballpark (i.e. for a medical situation) 
provide their seating location to a family 
member, business associate, or a TriHealth Fan 
Accommodation Station. Then if a message is 
needed to be relayed, the caller can provide the 
name of the guest and their seating location 
so that a ballpark representative can deliver a 
message.

RADIOS 


Portable radios are permitted in Great American 
Ball Park provided their dimensions do not 
exceed the 16” x 16” x 8”. 


Radio will need to be operable. If it does not 
work, it will not be permitted into the ballpark. 
Guests are asked to listen to the radio at a 
respectful volume that does not disturb other 
guests. Headphones are encouraged for 
portable radio usage inside Great American Ball 
Park. 


Items such as HAM, CB, two-way radios, or 
other mechanical devices (except required 
guest medical devices) are not permitted to be 
brought into Great American Ball Park. 


RAIN DELAYS 


Weather can affect the start and/or continuation 
of the game. 


The Reds, in consultation with Major League 
Baseball, will be responsible for delaying the 
start of a game during threatening weather 
situations. 


Once the team managers meet with the home 
plate umpire and exchange lineup cards. The 
decision to delay or postpone a game falls 
under the authority of Major League Baseball 
through the Umpire Crew Chief. 


Major League Baseball has the sole and 
unquestioned authority to determine whether and 
when play shall be halted during a game, whether 
and when play shall be resumed, and whether 
and when a game shall be postponed because of 
bad weather or unfit playing conditions. 


If a game has been postponed, guests will be 
instructed through the media as to how they 
will need to use or exchange their tickets for the 
postponed game.

The Reds have elected to provide a limited re- 
entry policy as a convenience to guests. Guests 
can use the re-entry system at Gapper’s Alley 
behind 119 to receive a voucher. Guests must 
have their voucher available to scan upon re- 
entry. Guests are subject to metal detection 
and carry-in item screening upon re-entry 
and all other entry policies will remain in place. 
If a guest uses any other gate, other than the 
designated gate for re-entry to exit they will not 
be able to partake in the re-entry service. If a 
Guest does not have their voucher, they will be 
refused entry.

SEVERE WEATHER 


A central focus of the Reds is to provide a 
safe environment for everyone at the Ballpark. 
Cincinnati is in an area of the county where 
severe weather can arise quickly and become 
a safety concern for guests. Therefore, weather 
is continuously monitored through local and 
regional sources. 
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If severe weather threatens the Ballpark, 
information will be communicated to guests by 
the ballpark staff, public address announcer, 
and/or the scoreboard. In the event that guests 
are requested to leave the seating bowl and 
shelter-in-place, guests are asked to quickly 
shelter in the covered concourses, restrooms, 
parking garage or other enclosed areas. 


SMOKING POLICY 


Great American Ball Park has been designated 
as a completely non-smoking facility under Ohio 
Law. Therefore, it is the obligation of staff to 
ensure that smoking or vaping of any substance 
does not occur inside Great American Ball 
Park. Violators may be subject to ejection and 
potential fines. 


There is a designated smoking area, outside of 
Gapper’s Alley (Gate B) behind Section 119, that 
is available for those that wish to smoke. Guests 
inside of the ballpark can use the re-entry gate 
at the Gapper’s Alley gates to gain access to 
the smoking area. Guests are subject to metal 
detection and carry-in item screening upon re- 
entry and all other entry policies remain in place.

Started in 2022, this immersive year-long curriculum combines individualized high-level athletic training with academic support and life skills 
development for each high school student-athlete in the Reds Nike RBI program, providing them with the tools to succeed both on and off the field. 
The RCF partners with PNC, University of Cincinnati, Mount St. Joseph University, Cincinnati Youth Collaborative, Beech Acres, Healthy Visions and 
others to provide for a diverse and robust experience.

leadership; mentorship; college awareness & access; workforce awareness & access; and player development. For the 2023-24 program, there 
were 30 seminars offered featuring topics that touched upon those five pillars, such as college readiness, financial literacy, resume and essay 
writing, applying for FAFSA, mental health/suicide prevention, and social media, among many others. 


By participating in RBI, student-athletes are required to complete the following RCF Scholars requirements: 


- Maintain a 2.0 GPA 
+ Complete 5 education seminars and development programs 
- Participate in 12 hours of community service 


Each graduating senior that meets all program requirements will receive a $1,000 scholarship. 
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Winner of MLB’s 2023 Allan H. Selig Award for Philanthropic Excellence, the annual 
Community Makeover brings together some of Cincinnati's most historic and iconic 
institutions including P&G, Cincinnati Children’s Hospital and the Cincinnati Zoo to make 
a transformative and sustainable impact on a Greater Cincinnati neighborhood while 
strengthening youth baseball and softball programs. Since 2010, the collaboration has 
invested over $11 million into some of Cincinnati's neediest communities. What began 
as a field renovation project has evolved into a massive community revitalization. 


Last year’s project in Madisonville featured over 400 volunteers helping out at four 
different work sites. The locations included John P. Parker Elementary School, 
Madisonville Education & Assistance Center, Bramble Park and Shroder High School.

It’s a city he’s 
proud to have ties to, and he makes a point to 
show that appreciation by giving back. During 
the past few months, the Reds outfielder was the 
driving force behind several baseball and non- 
baseball related activities benefiting youth and 
adults alike.

It began in November with Benson's nonprofit 
organization, Future is Near, teaming up with 
SafeHouse Outreach in Atlanta for its annual 
Walk Through the Streets. Joined by friends 
and former teammates, Benson and took to 
the streets of downtown Atlanta to hand out 
blankets, sweatshirts, gloves and other cold 
weather gear to the homeless and less fortunate. 


“It’s always been in my heart to give back to my 
community,” he said. “It’s been a passion since 
| was kid, I’ve been doing this walk since | was 
about 16. God works through me, so it’s always 
been in my heart to give and to serve through 
these types of events.” 


As he mentioned, helping others is nothing 
new for Benson. He started doing community 
service in high school and those experiences 
opened his eyes to the help that people needed 
around Atlanta. As a youngster, he also admired 
several athletes who took their own philanthropy 
seriously, and that stuck with him. By the time he 
reached the majors, using his platform and reach 
for the greater good was a given. 


“Service has always been a part of my life,” he 
said. “It was a moral thing taught to me from 
my parents. One of my favorite bible verses 
talks about loving God with all your heart 
and loving your neighbors as thyself.

In December, Benson and his nonprofit’s next 
venture was their annual Sandtown Toy Drive. 
Benson has participated in the initiative since 
2021, but in 2022, Future is Near took the reins 
of the event. 


Prior to purchasing and distributing the gifts, 
they identified the families they would be helping 
and had the children send in their wish lists. This 
year’s event grew significantly from last year, as 
they were able to help 44 families. Benson, his 
mom and other members of the board went 
over the lists and determined how to spread the 
money and gifts evenly so all the kids could have 
a merry holiday season. 


Then on December 16, accompanied by 
members of Future is Near and friends from 
pro ball, Benson made three stops around the 
Sandtown community to distribute the presents. 
They started off at Kingdom Difference Church 
where his father used to serve as an assistant 
minister. From there they went to Sandtown Park 
where he started playing baseball at age 7. The 
final stop was Shamrock Gardens, an apartment 
complex less than five minutes from his home 
and where his mother used to work as the 
property manager. 


“It was a beautiful thing to be a part of” Benson 
said. “My favorite part was getting back to 
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Sandtown. It took me down memory lane seeing 
the fields | grew up playing on and remembering 
the dreams and ambitions | had running around 
the big park. And now here | am years later back 
serving the same community.” 


About a month later, Benson and his nonprofit 
hosted their second annual Sandlot Stars 
Baseball Camp, partnering with Minority Baseball 
Prospects to help reach as much of Atlanta’s 
inner-city youth as possible for the event. And 
it worked, as this year’s camp included nearly 
110 young ballplayers, double the number from 
the previous year. The camp was supposed 
to be capped at 100, but the response was so 
overwhelming so quickly that they couldn't take 
the link down before registration crossed the 
century mark. 


“The turnout was phenomenal,” he said. “That was 
surreal to begin with, breathtaking to see that. As 
the camp started, | emphasized that | wanted to 
see hustle, effort and have them engage with the 
pro players | brought with me. The competitive 
energy was there. They got to showcase their 
talents on both sides, hitting and defense, which 
was amazing. The camp was a huge success.” 


Benson hopes to connect with MLB about the 
camp and get some support from the league level 
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in the hopes for a new field for the kids to train 
on. Ultimately, Benson’s goal is to assemble a 15U 
team, so the camp is intended to be for players 
ages 13 to 15. But when a big leaguer is hosting 
a camp in your hometown, word gets around 
quickly. 


“There were kids who were 11 years old out there. 
How they got they got registered, | don’t know,” 
Benson laughed. 


One of the unique elements to Sandlot Stars is the 
mentorship program awarded to the camp MVP. 
Benson established the program in 2019 and has 
since integrated it with the baseball camp. The 
idea is to build a relationship with one student- 
athlete each year and guide them in any way he 
can, whether it be on or off the field. 


If the player needs some new gear, Benson’s got 
it covered. If he has questions about baseball, 
Benson is there. But it’s much more than that. 


“The overall goal is just to be in that person’s 
corner. If you need to talk about anything—school, 
sports, academics—Im here. | am phone call 
away,’ said Benson, who is still in contact with 
his mentee from the first year of the program. 
“Im going to give you the best info | possibly can, 
especially when it comes to baseball. But even if 
you can hit the ball really well, there are still some 


business things, how you carry yourself, and other 
little details you need to understand. And that’s 
why | created this mentorship program. | am there 
to give them the utmost resources to succeed.” 


With Spring Training underway, Benson’s full-time 
job on the field will require much of his time. But 
that doesn’t mean he'll be stopping his charitable 
efforts. 


Last year, Benson participated in various events 
in the Cincinnati community, including visiting 
Cincinnati Children’s Hospital Medical Center 
to put smiles on patients’ faces and taking in a 
presentation from young, local entrepreneurs at 
the ballpark to offer advice on their concepts and 
designs. 


“There are needs everywhere, not just Atlanta,” he 
said. “Regardless of who | am or what | do, to lend 
a helping hand is what we're called to do in life. 
But when people see someone who plays for the 
team in their city out here helping them, | think that 
goes an even longer way, so I’m here for anything. 
I'm very grateful for the city of Cincinnati because 
I've been given an opportunity here. And praise 
God, last season made me feel like a true big 
leaguer, and I’m forever grateful for that. Another 
way to show that gratitude is to be active in the 
community and do what’s necessary off the field.”

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On February 5, the Cincinnati Reds welcomed Martin Luther King ll 
and Arndrea Waters King to Great American Ball Park for the official 
announcement of the Reds’ participation in the King family’s recently 
announced Realizing the Dream initiative. 


King Ill, son of Martin Luther King Jr., visited the ballpark with his wife 
Arndrea to speak with the Reds organization along with local community 
and political leaders about Realizing the Dream. The Reds are the first MLB 
team to join the project, a vision brought to life by King Ill, his wife and their 
daughter Yolanda Renee King. 


“We are honored to be here with the Reds organization and in Cincinnati 
to help create the climate in our nation and world and ultimately realize 
the dream that my father envisioned—a nation where freedom, justice and 
equality is real for all humankind,” King Ill said. 


This five-year service effort aims to rally youth, educators and communities 
to perform 100 million hours of service by the 100th anniversary of Dr. 
King’s birth in 2029. The collaborative effort, led by the Martin Luther King 
lll Foundation and Legacy+ and with the support of the NFL and other 
partners, is committed to fostering a culture of service and making a 
tangible impact nationwide. 


The initiative was launched weeks ago on MLK Day, on what would have 
been Dr. King’s 95th birthday. Martin, Arndrea and Yolanda took part in the 
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coin toss prior to the Philadelphia Eagles vs. Tampa Bay Buccaneers NFL 
playoff game, while the NFL and ESPN promoted the message throughout 
the telecast. The program will officially begin this fall during the upcoming 
school year. 


“This is about inspiring new volunteerism but also capturing the work 
were already doing as a nation,” Reds President and COO Phil Castellini 
said. “Being able to look at each other and recognize that we are all alike, 
we are all doing good in our pocket of the world. So it’s about that unity 
of understanding that’s going to come from collaborating, collecting and 
measuring this volunteerism around the nation and inspiring more.” 


The partnership between the Reds and the Realizing the Dream project 
was sparked during a conversation that Castellini had with Legacy+ co- 
founder Craig Kielburger. They both realized quickly that the Reds could be 
the first MLB team to sign on to the project. 


“We are so grateful for the Reds to be the first MLB team to put up its hand,” 
Kielburger said. “You were the first of all MLB teams, and now you are the 
first to launch Realizing the Dream. And we know that the way the Reds go, 
the rest of the league goes.” 


The Kings participated in a Q&A with the front office staff emceed by Reds 


Community Fund Executive Director Charley Frank before sitting down with 
Reds CEO Bob Castellini, Phil and some of the team’s minority owners. 
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Later that afternoon, the Kings were introduced to local media to make the 
partnership official during a press conference at the ballpark. Cincinnati mayor 
Aftab Pureval and Hamilton County Commissioners president Alicia Reece both 
participated in the press event and were joined by other city and county leaders 


Realizing the Dream consists of three main components: service, events and 
inspiring content. 


For service, the initiative has partnered with hundreds of nonprofits to establish 
over 50,000 service opportunities ranging from helping veterans and the 
homeless to focusing on mental health or assisting with more centralized causes 
in a particular neighborhood. In addition, over 200,000 teachers nationwide are 
getting involved to help bring Realizing the Dream into schools and directly to 
their students. 


Over the next five years, there will be many larger events, including trips to key 
historical sites from civil rights history and culminating with a 100th birthday 
celebration in Washington D.C. There will also be Cincinnati-specific events that 
will allow Reds fans and players to get involved. 


During the lifespan of Realizing the Dream and beyond, promoting current 
and future efforts is just as important. Inspiring content will be distributed 
via all platforms with stories of heroes and trailblazers of the past, while also 
highlighting the transformative work being done today by leaders and everyday 
citizens. 


“It is the easiest decision we will ever make to support something in the spirit 
of Dr. King that speaks of service, mental health and community building over 
a five-year period that is so beautifully conceived,” Frank said. “We're honored 
to be a part of it”
